The city school census, reported yesterday 
to the board of education, indicates the total 
population of Chicago now is 2,381,700. This 
is an increase of 200,000 over the federal cen- 
sus figures for 1910, which were 2,185,288. 

There are in Chicago 187,975 babies less 
than 4 years old. The Sixteenth ward has 
first honors with 8,754 of them; the majority 
of them come from Polish parents. The First 


ward, as usual comes last, with 2,206 babes 


The Second ward has only 2,555 and the fash- 
tonable Twenty-first ward is third from the 
bottom, with 2,791. 

These figures were compiled by W. I. 
Bodine, who had charge of the census, 
which is-the first one taken since the reap- 
portionment of the wards. Only those less 
than 21 years old are enumerated.

Those 
whose parents were not born in the United 
States number 604,055. Of this number . 
50,791 are themselves foreign born.

Germans Have 140,145 Children. 

There are 140,145 children whose parents 
were born in Germany. Of these 4,913 were 
foreign born. The Polish children rank 
next with 97,917, with the Russians follow- 
ing with 68,912. Then come in order the 
Irish, the Bohemians, the Swedes, the Ital- 
tans, the Austrians, the Norwegians, English, 
Canadians, Lithuanians, Hollanders, Danes, 
Scotch, and French. There are only 41 
Mexican children and 110 Chinese. 

There are 6,740 teachers in the public 
schools, 1,588 teachers in the parochial 
schools, and 1,847 in the other private edu- 
cational institutions.

CALLED INSECTS’ HOMER. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 


PARIS, July 24—Henri Fabre, the poet 


and scientist, whom Victor Hugo Gescribed 
as “the insects Homer,“ who has given 
his life to enrich the world's knowledge of 
the humblest of God’s creatures, is near 
starvation. 

A few days ago Frederick Mistral, the 
poet, addressed an appeal to the Matin call-

France owes assistance from every point of 
view,’ and mentioning the fact that Fabre 
is 84 years old. 

A correspondent visited M. Fabre’s home 
in Provence, where he ascertained, in spite 
of the scientist's prou@ denials, that he 
was literally being starved to death.

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FAST TRAINS SKIP KENOSHA, 
30 CITIZENS PLAN REPRISAL. 


Mayor Warns Northwestern Heads Old 
Six Mile Speed, Idmit Will Be Im- 
posed Unless Trains Stop. 


Kenosha, Wis., July 24.—[Special.}—The 
pecpje of Kenosha have declared war on 
the Chicago and Northwestern railway be- 
cause the train which formerly left the Madi- 
gon street station in Chicago at o'clock in 
the evening no longer stops at Kenosha. 

The appeal of citizens who were in the 
habit of taking this train from their work 
in Chicago to thelr homes in Kenosha has 
get the city administration to work. City 
Attorney John C. Slater sent the railway 
managers a demand that every passenger 
train on the Milwaukee division stop at Ken- 
osha. Mayor Dan O, Head threatened that 
if the order is not complied with all trains 
will be compelled to slow down to a speed 
of six miles an hour within the city limita.

Washington, D. C., July 24.—A three days’ 
tariff fight will begin in the senate tomorrow 
when the Democratie wool tariff bill comes 
up for amendment and passage. 

Before the end of Saturday's seagion the 
senate will have acted upon thé wool tariff, 
the sugar tariff, and the Demotrati¢ excise 
bill, which Would extend the present corpora- 
tion tax to business done by individuals and 
co-partnerships. 

Both the Republican and the Democratic 
forces are divided over the embarrassing 
questions that the tariff program presents. 


Cummins Offers Woo] Bill, 

The break in the Republican ranks came as 
the result of the introduction today by Senar 
tor Cummins of a substitute woolen tariff? 
bill, based on the figures given by the tariff 
board in its report on the woolen industry. 
The action of Senator Cummins was not ip 
accord with the understanding regular Re- 
publicans had of the plan to be followed. 

The leading Republican members of the 
finance committee held an informa! confer- 
ence tonight to determine whether a third 
bill, representing their views, should be in-

A hideous story is told in one of the bulles 
ting of the Chicago school of sanitary in- 
etruction, issued by the Chicago department 
of health. -Anjnvestigator on a dairy farm

He was milking directly on his boots, allo w- 
ing the milk to fow from them into the pail. 

“What do you care?’ asked the boy. 
“You ain't going to drink this milk. We 


Such abnormal viciousness might be found 
only once in a thousand times, but 80 long 
as the city is not allowed to take proper 
precautions almost anything may happen 
somewhere along the route from the cow to 
the kitchen. 

In 1907 there was a well defined epidemie 
of scarlet fever in Chicago. The health 
authorities say there was no doubt it was 
milk fed. It was restricted to one section 
of the city, and the contagion could be traced 
by the experts. Impure milk can start an 
epidemic of typhoid or scarlet fever almost 


any time. At the present moment the city ' 


is not in position to do anything to stop it. 
The legislature | interfered with the en- 
forcement of one ‘set of ordinances, inter- 
fering in behalf St the dairymen. The city 
council now refuses to pass new qrdinances, 
refusing in behalf of the small milk dealers. 
The aldermen would not be able to do this 


if they did not deceive their constituents. 


When a citizen becomes interested and gobs 
to his alderman to find out why the opposl- 
tion to the milk ordinances persists, the 
alderman tells him that pasteurization is a 
fake, that it only aids the sale of bad milk 
by makitg it possible to keep it from sonr- 


‘ing, that the “big” companies want the 


ordinances passed, and that the only result 
would be to raise the price ot milk, 

These replies are all untrue, Experts 
unite in saying that-pasteurization kills the 
disease germs in milk. The great cities 
which do not now require it are establishing 
rules which will require it, and in foreign 
countries these cities maintain an inspecfion 
of milk from the dairy to the home, which 
would almost make pasteurization unneces- 
sary. They do not take any chances with 
impurity. Milk may de filtered, and that 
will take the filth out of it, but it will not 
take the disease out of it. There is no objec 
tion anywhere to filtering, because that re- 
moves the evidence and lea ves the crime, 

The big companies pasteurize voluntarily, 
and probably for the very reason charged. 
It enables them to handle the milk more 
satisfactorily, but the pasteurization to 
which they subject the milk might not meet 
the standards the health department would 


-insist upon. It is not primarily intended to 


kill the bacteria but to preserve the milk. 
The aldermanic opposition to the health de- 
partment does this: It allows the com- 

panies to pasteurize as they ee fit and for 
i what purposes they see fit, but. it does not 
allow the health department to supervise 
the process and demand that the pasteuriza- 
tion be effective bacteriologically. The op- 


posing aldermen say pasteurization is not | 


good, because it would aid the sale of impure 
milk, ‘Then they permit the milk companies 
to pasteurize as they see fit and refuse to 
permit the health authorities to regulate it. 
This fine bit of consistency is typical of 
aldermanic diplomacy, Then we are asked 
to bélieve that something the big companies 
do, as they see fit, but voluntarily, would be 
instrumental in increasing the cost of milk 
if all companies and dealers were forced to 
do it as the health department demands.

tables lavishly and beter health will result. 


The object of 0 and preserving is to 
sterilize. If sugar is not used, the vegetables 
eanned must be sterile else they will not 
keep. If the peaches and other fruits are 
mixed with an equal quantity of sugar, they 
need not be completely sterile since sugar 
prevents some bacterial growth. Canned 
fruits and vegetables are clean and sterile, 
As winter foods, preserves, jellies, pickles, 
and canned vegetables are better than 
medicine. 

The housewife, though she has * known 
it, has been a working bacteriologist all 
along. Prof. Koch had nothing on her. 
What he discovered in the late seventies, she 
had been doing for a century. Had the 
laboratory scientists gone into the kitchen or 
the housewives into the laboratory, the 
science of bacteriology might have gotten 
under way in 1779 instead of 1879. To put 
up an abundance of fruits and vegetables in 
July and August is a better health plan than 
to take aloes in December.
